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A BIRD OF LIGHT. 


The Arctic Tern Shuns the Night by 
Flights From Pole to Pole. 

It used to be thought that the golden 
plover bore off the palm for length of 
fight between summer and winter 
homes, but an article in the National 
Geographic Magazine awards that dis- 
tinction to the arctic tern, This bird 
breeds as far north as it can find any- 
thing stable on which to construct its 
nest, It has been found within seven 
and a half degrees of the pole itself. 
And that nest was found surrounded 
by a wall of newly fallen snow, which 
the mother bird had carefully scooped 
out from round her chick. 

The tern arrives in the far north 
about June 15 and leaves again for the 
south toward the last of August, when 
the young are able to fly strongly. Two 
or three months later the birds are to 
be found skirting the edge of the ant- 
arctic continent, 11,000 miles away. 

What their track is over that vast 
space no one yet knows. A few indi- 
viduals are occasionally seen along the 
New England or Long Island coast 
in th@ fall, but the flocks of thousands 
and thousands of these gregarious birds 
which alternate from pole to pole have 
never been met by any trained observy- 
er competent to Jearn their preferred 
path and their time schedule. They 
must travel at least 150 miles each 
day—apart from their flights in search 
or in pursuit of food—to carry them 
within ten or twelve weeks from one 
end of the world to the other. 

The arctic terns enjoy more hours 
of sunlight than any other creatures 
on the globe. ‘he sun never sets dur- 
ing their stay at their northern nest- 
ing grounds, and during their stay in} 
the south they have two months of| 
continuous sunlight and practical day- 
light for two months more. ‘The birds— 
have twenty-four hours of daylight for 
between six and eight months of the 
year, }

At that time 
Napoleon was looked 
champion of freedom, the savior of 
his country, the embodiment of re- 
publican ideals, with which Beethoven 
was In thorough sympathy, and he 
willingly accepted the proposal, Be- 
fore the symphony was published Na- 
Poleon became emperor, and when the 
hews reached Vienna Beethoven was 
violently angered. ‘After all, then, 
he is nothing but an ordinary mortal! 
He will trample all the rights of men 
under foot to Indulge his ambition 
and become a greater tyrant than any 
one!” 

With these words he seized the mu- 
ele, tore the title page in half and 
threw it on the ground. He never 
again referred to the connection be- 
tween his work and Napoleon until 
news of the latter’s death veached 
him. Then he said, “I have already 
composed the proper musie for that 
catastrophe,” meaning, of course, the 
funeral march. But the whole sym- 
phony, with its essentially revolution- 
ary character, is a musical portrait of 
Napoleon as Beethoven idealized him,

IRON TONIC FOR TREES. 


Plant Nails Among the Roots and a 
Vigorous Growth Results. 

A dozen large nails planted among 
the roots of a tree assure the tree of 
health, because the vegetable saps 
eause the oxidation of tbe fron and 
the sap carries ferruginous salts 
through all the living cells and circu. 
lation vessels. 

Not many years ago one of the sights 
of a certain French cemetery was a 
tree, half green, balf rust colored, lux- 
urlantly leaved upon both sides and 
in flourishing condition. When the tree 
died and preparations were made for 
an examination of its roots it was al- 
most impossible to exhume it. When 
all the ground around it was loosened 
and the roots were exposed it was 
found that the tree when a sappling 
had clasped its young roots around the 


baste of an iron balustrade encircling | 


atomb. The roots of the tree had run 
in and out between the iron bars of 
the fence, Exactly half of the tree 
bad come in contact with the iron, and 
that half put forth a growth luxuriant- 
ly leaved in rusty brown, The half 
that had not touched the iron devel- 
oped a growth of normal coloring. 
The tree as a whole was a fine speci- 
men of healthy vegetable growth, but 
th side impreguated by iron far ex- 
ceeded the green side in its output of 
vigorous leafage. 

Sulphate of tron fs of little value 
when sprinkled on the leaves of a sick 
tree, but powdered iron has a marvel- 
ous effect when introduced into the 
tissues by means of holes bored in the 
trunk. The holes must be filled with 
the powder and then corked with 
wooden plugs and well puttied over 
and around the plugs, so that none of 
the tonic can escape. ‘To do its work 
the fron must be carried through the 
tree in the circulation of the sap,—Har- 
per's,

“TRADE “with NEW ZEALAND 


Canada Sending Many Manufactures 
and Buying Much Butter, 

Imports from Canada into New 
Zealand during the year 1911 were 
$108,200 in excess of those for 1910, 
says Mr. W. A. Beddoe, Canadian 
Trade Commissicner, writing from 
Auckland on Feb, 16th to the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, There 


may be some variation in the figures, 
but they will be larger, not smaller, 
when all returns are in, Articles im- 
ported from Canada during the last 
quarter—October, Novemver and De- 
cember, 1911—had a value of $451,- 
505, and covered 107 items, of which 
42 were entitled to preferential treat- 
ment. Ags to the remainder, agricul- 
tural implements and plain and barb- 
ed wire, of which large quantities 
were imported, enter free. The pre- 
ference affects those articles, such as 
paper, fish and furniture. 

The feature of the season, Mr. Bed- 
doe adds, has been the rapid growth 
of the export of butter from New 
Zealand to Vancouver. This trade 
has exceeded the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of the merchants, their re- 
sources having been taxed to the ut- 
most to meet the great demand from 
the Canadian market. Up to this 
time last season only 2,958 boxes of 
butter had been sent to Vancouver, 
whereas the total for this season 
stands at 19,926 boxes.
